On April 14, 1 980, a constituent by the name of Michael Elton Burnham was convicted in 
the U. S. District Court for South Carolina on a plea of guilty to the crime of conspiracy 
involving the purchase of stolen automobile parts. Mr, Burnham was sentenced on April 1.4, 
19850 to imprisonment for twenty months, which he served at Maxwell Air Force Base, followed 
by a period of supervised probation. He has applied for pardon after completion of sentence, and 
at his request I am writing to support his application for pardon. 

Michael Burnham* s application will show that in 1992 he was questioned by state 
authorities connected with the South Carolina Chop Shop Act He became State's Witness in the 
prosecution of certain co-defendants, who were in violation of this law, ami entered a plea 
agreement whereby he paid restitution. All charges but oae as to him were dropped ami not 
prosecuted. Because of his cooperation, he subsequently received a pardon on January 1 1 , 2002 
from the South Carolina State Pardon Board. 

Mr. Burnham states in his application that he continues to cooperate with state and local 
authorities. This assertion is confirmed by Lieutenant Jerry W. Waldrop, a veteran law 
enforcement officer employed by the City of Rock Hilt As stated in his supporting affidavit: "I 
have known Michael Burnham both professionally and personally for about 29 years, and I was 
aware of his charges over 20 years ago, and to my knowledge he has been in no further trouble 
since that time. He does from time to time assist the PD with investigations of stolen property 
and recovery of stolen property."

arrest of a person who was subsequently convicted in federal court. In Mr.l Swords, 
Michael Burnham serv ed as a "vi tal part of the investigation leading to the atres^n^onviction 
of this individual." Mr,M Badds: "He has since helped with numerous investigations with 
the South Carolina Hignwa^atrol, York County Sheriffs Department, and Rock Hill Police 
Department." 

Michael E. Burnham expresses remorse and regret at the violation of federal law that led 
to his arrest and conviction in 1 980. At the time, he was 34 years of age. After more than twenty 
years, he seeks a pardon on the basis of the life that he has led since his conviction in federal 
court. He did have another infraction under state law, but this violation was readily pardoned by 
the State Pardon Board, and their exoneration would not have been given without assurance that 
he had been of significant assistance to state and local law enforcement, and without a careful 
background investigation into his business dealings and personal conduct. 

I am writing to ask that you make an earnest review of the application for pardon 
submitted by Michael E, Burnham and to add my recommendation to the others accompanying 
the application for pardon.
